JORDAN TRIAL TO BE 

STARTED JUNE 27. 



Ironton, June ».— Roy Jordan, Flat 
Woods farmer, who I* now confined In 
the county Jail, will be tried upon a 
first degree murder charge Tuesday, 
June 17. A special Jury panel of thlr- 
ty-alx members has been drawn. Jor- 
dan is charged with murdering his wife, 
Mrs. Pamella Jordan, at her home, Flat 
Woods, near Lucasvllle, Tueaday, May 
2nd. 

Following the finding of the woman's 
body. Jordan was arrested by the au- 
thorities. The. husband denied any 
knowledge of the crime and the official* 
wero perplexed. 

A few day* later George Jordan, the 
1- year- old son, confessed to the au- 
thoritlea that his father had shot his 
mother with a *hot gun. Coroner 
Deahler held an Inquest at which the 
lad testified and returned a verdict find 
lug Jordan guilty of homicide. 

Jordan was then given a preliminary 
hearing and pleaded not guilty. He 
waa bound over to the grand Jury. 

Oeorg* Jordan then confuted the of- 
ficial* by declaring, a few days later, 
that b* had accldently ahot hla mother 
wiille playing with the ahot gun. 

The April term of grand Jury return 
ed two Indictment* against Jordon, 
charging him with murder In the

KENTUCKY OIL FIELDS 
PROVING PROFITABLE 



ENJOYING THE GREATEST AC- 
TIVITY IN MANY YEARS- 
DRILLERS SCARCE. 



Barbourvllla, Ky.. June 4.— Tb. ad- 
vent of the mid-summer season finds 
an unusually large amount of develop- 
ment work under way in Kehtucky'* 
petroleum field*. There ta* bean a 
rusli of the drill In all the fields, the 
„nly delay being a scarcity of driller*, 
tool dre s ser s and machine*. 

The week * operation* were featured 
by one atlik* of unuaually larg* ca- 
pacity In the Cow creek district. Ks- 
till-co. A puncture on the Marrum 
lease, within the proven area, yielded a 
genuln. gusher, the first 24 hour*' flow 
registering 200 barrel*. Thl* I* per- 
haps the beat atrik. yet made In that 
county, where big wella have bee* fea- 
turing the eltuatlon for *everal month*. 
The week'* return* ahow the usual 
number of falr-aUed producer* In E»- 
tlll-cu.. all completion* all In the pro- 
ductive claaa. being shown In addition 
to the 100-barrel strike. One comple- 
tion In the north end of the field, start- 
ed out at 100 barrels. Three new wells 
made 25 barrels each. Due to scarcity 
of drilling material progress In advance 
work has been somewhat alow. It la 
next to Impossible to get material mov- 
ed to locations much In advance of the 
active area because of scarcity of 
t Minis. 

From the Cow creek district north 
ward 12 mile* to Cl*y City, fowell-eo. 
everything la under lease, !fit few wells 
are being started. Several tests are 
drilling around Clay City and In the 
Intervening area a few scattered rig* 
are at work. One completion In Fow- 
ell-co. showed a yield of 20 barrels at 
800 feet, this being the only strike re- 
ported from the I'owell-co. end of the 
field. 

Pipe line connection will be furnish 
ed Estill and tributary fields within the 
next ten day*, the line from Wolfe-co. 
being almost completed. Operators 
who have to depend on tank car trans 
poriatlon will welcome the advent of 
the pipe Una.

drunk and shot off a pistol promiscu- 
ously In the town. The Jury gave him 
a life sentence, doubtleaa being large- 
ly Influenced by hla conduct at that 
lime. Thla wa« in March. 1»10. Hi* 
mother ha* never relaxed her effort* In 
all that time to secure a pardon or pa- 
role, »nd her appeals have been hard 
to resist. Beach 1* her only son. She 
argued that, unlike other caaea. hla 
crime had brought no suffering to any 
except his own family, and that to be 
deprived of hia presence and help only 
doubled her heavy burden. Hlnce but 
November her health ha* been so bad 
that she was forced to discontinue her 
trip* to Frankfort. A few week* ago 
she wsa taken to a hospital at Lexing- 
ton and 1* yet there In quite a feeble 
condition. She waa overjoyed at the 
new* which reached her by telephone 
about five o'clock Tueaday evening. 
Beach went to Lexington at 8:45 that 
evening and went Immediately to the 
hospital. 

For four year* Beach waa assigned 

to duty in the hospital, where he be- 
came quite proficient as a nurse and 
assistant to the physician. He learned 
te do manp minor surgical operation*, 
and In the absence of the phy.idan 
performed auch operation* .as ampu- 
tating an Injured finger, etc In the 
drug room he had access to Intoxicant*, 
but never tasted them. 

After hla conviction on bla second 
trial he appealed, and Judge H. 8. Bar- 
ker, now president of State University, 
dissented from the majority opinion of 
the Court of Appeals, which affirmed 
the life sentence. Judge Barker In a 
letter to the Prison Board said he did 
not believe Beach Hargla had a fair 
trial and still thlnka ao. At the bottom 
of thl* letter la a pencil notation algn- 
ed by former Appellate Judge J. S. 
Nunn, who alao aat in the case, stat- 
ing that he agrees In the main with 
what Judge Barker *atd. Letters alao 
are on file from Judge* John*M. Lea- 
sing and K C. O'Rear, who said they 
recall that there were grave doubts In 
the minds of some of the Judge* as to 
whether young Hargls received Justice, 
and one from Judge J. P. Hobaon, who 
wrote the opinion. Judge Hobson said 
that drink apparently was at the bot- 
tom of Beacb'a offense and If the au- 
thoritlea thought he had conquered the 
habit he would be In favor of giving 
him a chance. 

Attorney General James Breathitt, 
who briefed the case on appeal for the 
Commonwealth, recommended a condl 
tional pardon; but Gov. Wlllson. while 
recognising mitigating circumstances, 
did not feel Justified In extending clem- 
ency so soon after conviction. 

Beach grew up In the worst possible 
environment. He lived In the atmog 
phere of aasasalnatton and murder from 
the age of 16 to 21. His father was a 
born leader, but he turned his talents 
in the wrong direction. He was a viol 
ent, dangerous man and was charged 
with being the leader and instigator of 
the terrible reign of lawlessness that 
gave Breathitt such a bad name. He 
was Indicted for complicity In the as- 
sassinations. Beach associated with 
the desperadoes, drank and gambled 
with them, and always had a big pis- 
tol strapped on him. What chance 
had he to escape the penitentiary'? 

He now declare* he will devote his 
efforts to caring for and comforting 
hi* mother, thu* making amends, as 
far as possible, for his misdeeds.

In 
every county where there Is no Engin- 
eer, or where they fail to act, the Sher- 
iff or other persons are authorised to 
organlie and comply with thl* procla-

Columbus O, June 3.— Three are 
dead, scores are Injured and heavy 
property damage ha* been ' d6ne In 
Southwestern Ohio as a result of a ter- 
rific wind and electrical storm during 
the night. Complete report* are ex- 
pected to Increase the list of dead. 

Moscow, twenty-five milea from Cin- 
cinnati, waa the center of the disturb- 
ance. The hills were swept In this vi- 
cinity and practically all structure* 
re razed or badly damaged. The 
storm missed the village. 

An 8-year-old aon In a family named 
I'egard was crushed to death when the 
regard home waa lifted from its foun- 
dation and carried a quarter of a mil*. 
The father, mother, and three other 
member* of the family were badly In- 
jured. Every member of a family 
named Claypole were Injured when the 
father was killed aa the wind drove the 
roof of the home down upon the foun- 
dation. 

A path a mile wide and several miles 
long waa cut by the storm in Greene 
coanty. The 7-year-old eon of John/ 
Harness, of Jamestown, waa killed when 
a shed In which he sought refuge col- 
lapsed. Practically all buildings In the 
district are razed or damaged. Loss 
Is estimated at f 100,000.

RE8ULT OF TORNADO. 



Augusta, Ky., June t. — Cedron, a 
small village in Brown-co, O, was al- 
most wiped off the map last night when 
it was visited by a tornado traveling 
ninety milea an hour. The storm struck 
the town about 9 o'clock, demolishing a 
number of brick and several frame 
houses, as well aa a large number of 
tobacco bams. It Is reported that a 
man named King nd his son, who lived 
west of Augusta, lost their Uvea.
